STATISTICS. 

The  population  has  increased  by  200  and  there  have  been  55 

MORE  BIRTHS  AND  80  MORE  DEATHS  THAN  IN  THE  PREVIOUS  YEAR. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

A  LARGE-SCALE  OUTBREAK  OF  MEASLES  STARTED  IN  1958  AND  AFFECTED 

all  the  Parishes  except  Barlestone  which  did  not  have  a  major  outbreak 
UNTIL  I960. 

There  was  one  death  from  Whooping  Cough. 

No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  recorded. 

IMMUNISATION. 

It  will  be  noted  that  438  infants  were  born  during  1959. 

In  conjunction  with  this  figure  attention  is  drawn  to  the  table 
PROVIDED  BY  THE  COUNTY  MEDICAL  OFFICER  WHICH  SHOWS  THAT,  DURING  1959, 
135  INFANTS  UNDER  1  WERE  IMMUNISED  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA.  THE  NEED 
FOR  DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION  STILL  EXISTS. 

During  the  year,  the  age  range  of  eligibility  for 

POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION  WAS  ENLARGED.  |N  ONE  INSTANCE,  IN  THIS 
DISTRICT,  BY  ARRANGEMENT  WITH  THE  COUNTY  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT,  THE 
NECESSARY  INJECTIONS  WERE  GIVEN  TO  EMPLOYEES  DURING  WORKING  HOURS 
ON  THE  SPOT  AT  A  FACTORY. 

The  DEATH  DUE  TO  WHOOPING  COUGH  WAS  THAT  OF  A  ONE  MONTH  OLD 

infant.  Investigation  showed  that  older  children  in  the  family  who 

HAD  CONTRACTED  THE  DISEASE  FIRST,  HAD  NOT  BEEN  INOCULATED  AGAINST 
WHOOPING  COUGH. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Referring  to  last  year’s  report,  there  was  an  acute  water 
SHORTAGE  IN  THE  MARKFIELD  SHAW  LANE  AREA  DURING  AUTUMN  1959.  NEW 
WORKS  HAVE  BEEN  COMMENCED  DURING  THE  CURRENT  YEAR. 

SEWERAGE. 


Further  progress  was  made  in  Fenny  Drayton  and  Wjtherley. 
During  the  year  attention  was  drawn  to  the  urgent  need  for  sewering 
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Sewerage .  (Cont) 

CONGERSTONE.  HOWEVER,  IT  IS  UNDERSTOOD  THAT  MINISTRY  APPROVAL 
FOR  THIS  SCHEME  IS  DEPENDENT  UPON  FINANCIAL  ARRANGEMENTS  WITH 
FARMERS  FOR  RECEPTION  OF  COWSHED  WASTE  IN  THE  FUTURE  SEWERAGE  WORKS. 

The  PROBLEMS  ASSOCIATED  WITH  SEWAGE  POLLUTED  DITCHES  IN  THE 
DISTRICT  CONTINUED  TO  EXERCISE  THE  MINDS  OF  THE  OFFICERS. 

RE-HOUSING. 


WITH  THE  INTRODUCTION  OF  A  NEW  SEWER  AT  WlTHERLEY,  IT  WAS 
HOPED  THAT  COUNCIL  HOUSES  COULD  BE  BUILT  TO  REPLACE  SOME  OF  THE 
VERY  BAD  EXISTING  HOUSES  IN  THE  VILLAGE.  HOWEVER,  WlTHERLEY 
PRESENTS  ANOTHER  PROBLEM  VIZ:  INTERMITTENT  FLOODING.  THE  FUTURE 
USE  OF  LAND  IN  WlTHERLEY  IS  DEPENDENT  UPON  THE  NECESSARY  ASSURANCE 
BEING  GIVEN  TO  THE  APPROPRIATE  AUTHORITIES  THAT  THERE  WILL  BE  NO 

aggravation  of  the  flood  water  problem  by  new  buildings.  This  will 

INEVITABLY  HOLD  UP  RE-HOUSING  IN  WlTHERLEY. 

COAL  STOCKING  AT  MERRYLEES  AND  BAGWORTH. 


The  STOCKING  OF  COAL  AT  CERTAIN  SITES  IN  THE  DISTRICT  CAUSED 
A  PUBLIC  HEALTH  PROBLEM  FROM  THE  ASSOCIATED  COAL  DUST  REACHING 
NEARBY  PROPERTY.  IT  WAS  FOUND  NECESSARY  TO  SEEK  MEANS  OF 
PERSUADING  THE  NATIONAL  COAL  BOARD  TO  ALTER  ITS  LOCAL  ARRANGEMENTS. 

COLLIERY  D IRT  BANKS. 


From  time  to  time  the  dirt  bank  of  Desford  Colliery  caused 

ACRID  FUMES  TO  REACH  HOUSES  IN  THORNTON  AND  LITTLE  BAGWORTH. 

Meetings  were  arranged  with  the  Colliery  officials  who  demonstrated

QUARRY  DUST. 


IT  WAS  NECESSARY  FOR  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  -INSPECTOR  TO  DEVOTE 
MUCH  TIME  TO  THE  ABATEMENT  OF  THE  NUISANCE  CAUSED  BY  DUST  FROM  ONE 
OF  THE  QUARRIES  IN  THE  DISTRICT.  THIS  TYPE  OF  DIFFICULTY  REQUIRES 
MUCH  PATIENCE  ON  BOTH  SIDES. 

ELDERLY  PERSONS. 

It  WILL  BE  NOTED  THAT  NO  OFFICIAL  ACTION  WAS  TAKEN  UNDER 

Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act.  It  is  the  general 

OPINION  NOWADAYS  THAT,  WHEREVER  POSSIBLE,  EVERY  EFFORT  SHOULD  BE 
MADE  TO  ENABLE  ELDERLY  INFIRM  PERSONS  TO  CONTINUE  AS  LONG  AS 
POSSIBLE  IN  THEIR  OWN  HOMES.  In  CERTAIN  CASES  THIS  POLICY  CAUSES 
MUCH  CRITICISM  FROM  THOSE  WHO  FAVOUR  COMPULSORY  REMOVAL  WHEN  LIVING 
CONDITIONS  DETERIORATE  AND  WHEN  THE  ELDERLY  PATIENT  IS  UNWILLING  TO 

go  into  a  County  Home  or  Hospital.  In  one  instance  during  i960 

A  DIFFICULT  SITUATION  WAS  REFERRED  BY  A  FAMILY  DOCTOR.  AN  ELDERLY 
LADY  WAS  BED-RIDDEN  WITH  A  SERIOUS  TYPE  OF  JAUNDICE.  THE  ONLY  OTHER 
OCCUPANT  OF  THE  HOUSE  WAS  HER  SON  WHO  SUFFERED  FROM  A  HEART 
COMPLAINT  AND  ALSO  A  MENTAL  ILLNESS.  THE  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  WERE 
NOT  SATISFACTORY.  BOTH  REFUSED  TO  GO  INTO  AN  INSTITUTION. 

Eventually  the  lady  was  admitted  voluntarily  but  an  Order  was 

NECESSARY  TO  GET  THE  SON  INTO  CARLTON  HaYES  HOSPITAL.
